The presidential election November 4 is one that must be 
heavily weighed by the voters.

“There is every reason to’ believe 
that in a future war, aircraft woul) 
be much more numerous than in the 
last, and they would be able toecarry 
much heavier weights. 

Terrible Prospect 

“However reprehensible 
action might be, there would be noth- 
ing technically to prevent them drop- 
ing large bombs filled with some 
heavy poison gas over 
sential to the political or economic 
life of an enemy cotntry. 

“The gas to be employed would not 
necessarily be one which only dis- 
able human beings for a time, since 
the object would be to hamper or,de- 
stroy some continuous activity aimed 
at by the attack. 

“Mustard gas, for instance, dropped 
in large quantities would be likely to 
hang about the cities and slowly pen- 
etrate the houses. To furnish a 
whole population with gas masks 
would seem almost impracticable, and 
methods of collective protection have 
yet to be proved efficient.” 

At the beginning of the last war 
e@bout 30 asphyxiating gasses were 
known, whereas today there are more 
than 1,000. 

“The chemical arm, as employed 
during the last war with increasing 
intensity and undeniable efficacy, pro- 
fluces the most varied physiological 
effects.
